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HANDLING OF ANIMALS, 

Section 2131 (c) (3) states - "During public exhibition, dangerous animals such as lions tigers wolves bears, 
or elephants must be under ttie drecl control and Supervision of a knowledgeable and experienced arinna 
handler," 

1. APHIS personnel wore present during a snow using Gig Cats. The Gig Cals were on an elevated stage that 
was 6 teal above the ground. There was a 3-tf Foot tall wooden rail Fence located 1 0 Feet in from of the stage 
lhal separated the public Item Hie stage. The adult Big Cats, specifically aduit Tigers and an adult Liger, were 
led from the backstage holding area oul to the stage by Ihe Licensee The Gig Cals had a collar around iheir 
neck lhal was connected to a chain leash that was held by the Licensee. During Ihe shew, the Bg Cals were 
led across the stage and went up onto an elevated platform during “he presentation, Although tihere was a caole 
system present on the stage the leash that was held by the Licensee was the only method of restraint being 
used to control the Dig Cats during the show. 

Per this Suction of ihe Regulations, dangerous animals must bs under lha direct control oi the handler whenever 
ihese animals are exhibited to the public, The use of a leash that is held by a handler as the sole means of 
curl ml when an adull Big Cal is being exhibited tu the public is not suFbcient 10 restrain a powerful potentially 
dangerous adull Big Cat, 

The Licensee needs lo include the cable syslem as an additional method ol restraint to ensure the Big Cals 
remain under the direct conirol during public exhibition tor the safely of the public.
